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Ottawa lifts ban on more expensive U.S/eggs 


OTTAWA (CP i The gov¬ 
ernment has temporarily lin¬ 
ed restrictions on U.S. egg 
imports, the agriculture de¬ 
partment announced Monday. 

Since U.S. prices are cur¬ 
rently higher than those in 
Canada, the move will proba¬ 


bly have little effect on con¬ 
sumer prices. 

The restrictions, imposed 
last May in an effort to pro¬ 
tect domestic egg men 
agaihst low priced American 
imports, were ren^fved be¬ 


cause egg production in the 
U.S. has dropped, raising 
prices in that country. 

The restrictions were im¬ 
posed under federal changes 
in the Imp*'i t and Export Per¬ 
mits Act. which allows the 


government to 'block entry of 
any food product that threa¬ 
tens to undercut domestic 
prices. 

Federal marketing experts 
*?»aid the curbs can be ' safe¬ 
ly" removed now because the 


U.S. egg futures market in¬ 
dicates continually rising 
prices in that country. 

As a result, they said, the 
Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency can go ahead and 
raise its price for eggs with 


no worries about U.S. compe¬ 
tition. 

The restrictions, -which still 
apply to turkey imports, are 
determined under an elabo¬ 
rate formula based on prices 
here and in the U.S. 


They were imposed last 
May because the government 
said prices it) the U.S. — be¬ 
tween 24 and 25 cents a dozen 
—were abnormally low. Al¬ 
though only a small portion of 
egg production in either 


country moves across the 
border, extremely low prices 
in the U.S. have a tendency to 
drag down Canadian prices. 

The restrictions could be 
reimposed quickly if Ameri¬ 
can prices became competi¬ 
tive.

The shooting came as the 
takeover of .the embassy went 
into its fourth day, with the 
Japanese still negotiating 
with Dutch officials by tele¬ 
phone for safe passage out of 
the country. Authorities said 
there had been some progress 
in the talks, but a police of¬ 
ficial said no breakthrough 
was expected before today. 

Police said a man driving a 
Fiat sped past the besieged 
embassy, fired at a policeman 
and roared off. They said the 
styjts missed. * 

Police said they had no fur¬ 
ther details on the incident. 

Jusf minutes earlier, the 
three Japanese Red Army 
guerrillas threw a bag out a 
window of the embassy kitch¬ 
en. Police said the bag con¬ 
tained old meat. There was no 
explanation.

The widow of over¬ 
thrown Chilean president 
Salvador Allende said in 
London, Monday, "Sec¬ 
retary of State Henry 
Kissinger is the man per¬ 
sonally responsible for 
staging the plot that 
overthrew Chile’s legally 
constituted government." 

President Ford acknowl¬ 
edged at his press conference 
Monday that the Central In¬ 
telligence Agency had spent 
money to maintain an opposi¬ 
tion press and political opposi¬ 
tion during the Allende ad¬ 
ministration in Chile, but he 
denied that the U.S. had 
played a direct hand in the 
coup that brought death to the 
Marxist leader. 

He said he would not debate 
the constitutional Issues in¬ 
volved, but it was "a recog¬ 
nized fact that such actions 
are undertaken" by countries 
and that Communist countries 
"spend vastly more money 
than we do for such pur¬ 
poses." 

The Chilean military 
overthrew Marxist president 
Allende a year ago. and said 
he committed suicide during 
the coup. 

~"It is not the ITT nor the 
CIA which are primarily the 
cause for setting up the mili¬ 
tary junta," Mrs. Allende told' 
a news conference.

In Toronto, spokesmen for 
the Amex Canada Expatriates 
group galled Ford’s offer "a 
gross miscarriage of justice" 
compared to Nixon’s pardon 
and urged its members to re¬ 
ject it. In Sweden. American 
exiles called the program 
"absurd” and "a punish¬ 
ment. not an amnesty.” 

Ford set up a nine-member 


clemency board to help ad¬ 
minister the program. It will 
deal with the cases of those 
already convicted of draft eva¬ 
sion offences or military men 
already given punitive dis¬ 
charges (or unlawful ab¬ 
sences. 

Ford urged it Jo give priori¬ 
ty consideration to releasing 
the estimated 130 persons now 
imprisoned for such offences. 

The White House has es¬ 
timated there are about 15.500 
draft evaders and about 12,500 
military deserters at large 
and eligible to r amnesty, in¬ 
cluding about 4.500 evaders 
and deserters in Canada. 

Ford also sought to assure 
Americans Monday night the 
United States economy is not 
sinking toward a depression. 

"Let me say very strongly 
that the United States is not 
going to have a depression." 
Ford said. 

"The over-all economy of 
the United States is strong. 
Employment is still high,” he 
added. 

Fears have been expressed 
in Congress and by some 
labor leaders thai the declin¬ 
ing U.S. productivity, coupled 
with severe inflation, is lead¬ 
ing the country toward its 
second depression this centu¬ 
ry. 

Ford acknowledged the 
problems, but did not agree 
that they wcaild lead to eco- 
n *mic collapse. He also said 
the administration planned 
measures to deal with the sit¬ 
uation. although he gave no 
clue as to what these w ere. 

"We do have the problem of 
inflation. We do have related 
problems, and we’re going to 
come up with some answers 
that I hope will solve those 
problems." he said. 

"We*3Ve not going to have’a 
depression; we are going to 
work to make sure that our 
economy improves in the 
months ahead,” Ford added.

B ritish Columbians, for the most part, 
must be distressed and embarrassed over the 
attitude of the provincial government with respect 
to the crisis in supply of natural gas for export to 
Washington and Oregon. 

This crisis comes about through a miscalcula¬ 
tion of the availability of gas reserves and a pro¬ 
duction failure in the Beaver River field. 

In other words, the B.C. Petroleum Corpora¬ 
tion, which is the government’s agency responsible 
for distribution of natural gas, is unable to guaran¬ 
tee supplies for its American customers from nor¬ 
mal sources. 

But what really rankles with the Americans is 
the position taken by the Petroleum Corporation. 

They feel they are being held to ransom. The cor¬ 
poration is asking its customer, Northwest Pipe¬ 
line, to pay $1 per 1.000 cubic feet (up from 61 
centsl on and after Nov. 1. If it agrees the B.C. 
supplier"wi}l do its best to find extra gas to meet an 
expected wither shortage of as much as 30 per 
cent. 

But if Northwest Pipeline does not agree to 
this proposal, the cost will be increased arbitrarily 
to $1.35 per 1,000 cubic feet and the supplier will 
make no effort to find alternative sources of sup¬ 
ply. 

If this is a proper interpretation of the B.C. 
terms it is understandable that there is some irrita-, 
lion, if not outrage, among consumers across the 
line. 

On Thursday of last week federal Energy Min¬ 
ister Donald Macdonald announced in'Ottawa a 
proposal for "percentage sharing" by B.C. and 
Washington-Oregon consumers of the estimated 
"shortfall." 

British Columbia’s response to this suggestion 
was unequivocal. 


James Rhodes, chairman of the petroleum cor¬ 
poration, declared therp was no intention to share 
the anticipated shortage. 

And Premier David Barrett, in Toronto, made 
it perfectly clear that the needs of B.C. consumers 
would be met 100 per cent before export require¬ 
ments were considered. 

American sources are now suggesting t hat as 
a measure of retaliation a natural gas pipeline out 
of the Arctic might be routed through Alaska 
rather than Canada and that there may be an 
increase in oil shipments to Puget Sound refineries, 
a prospect that would worry environmentalists. 

And Governor Dan Evans of Washington has 
hinted withdrawal of previous opposition to the 
raising of Ross Dam and the flooding of the Skagit 
Valley in B.C. 

Senators Warren Magnusson and Henry .Jack- 
son, claiming breach of contract, appealed to Secre¬ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger, and he has since 
made representations to Ottawa. 

Without allowing intrusion of argument about 
the sanctity of contract, let this be said: if there is 
natural gas available in Alberta, and if it is deliv¬ 
erable to B.C.’s customers in Washington and 
Oregon, then there is certainly a moral obligation 
to use it to meet the shortage. 

The alternatives being offered by B.C. expose 
the authority to a charge of exploitation of an 
emergency. 

What is needed is a clear explanation of the 
problems of supply, and of the available gas re¬ 
sources, wherever they may be, to be followed .by 
sensible negotiations of. price. Otherwise this prov¬ 
ince risks enmity if not malevolence from' our 
neighbors, something to which the Barrett govern¬ 
ment may be indifferent but which the people 
would undoubtedly accept some inconvenience to 
avoid.

A MONG A DOZEN AND ONE things federal 

■ Finance Minister John Turner touched on last 
week in Vancouver when he made what is de¬ 
scribed as his first major speech since the general 
election was the labor situation in Canada in rela¬ 
tion to inflation. 

He blames many of the financial difficulties 
the country is experiencing on strikes, but at the 
same time boasts that Canada’s position economi¬ 
cally is superior to that of almost any other nation. 
To back up this he maintains that the real personal 
income at the disposal of the average Canadian, 
after taxes and discounting inflation, rose 7.7 per 
cent in the first quarter of the year and 4.9 in the 
second. _ 

, But then he admits to the ‘‘levelling off” of the 
economy in June, and has quite a lot to say about 
this, some of which makes sense and all of which is 
worrisome. 

• The “levelling off” he explains in this way-: 
“The contraction of slow growth of the economies 
of virtually all of our major trading partners re¬ 


sulted in some decline in the volume of our ex¬ 
ports:’’ 1 

“Much more important" to Mr. Turner, 
though, are the lost work days in industry through 
strikes — 5.2 million of them in the six months, 
January to June, which is almost equal to the total 
for the full year of 1973 — and the resulting cut¬ 
back in output. « t 

There is inconsistency rare, with Mr. Turner 
already explaining the “contraction of slow 
growth” of trading nations cutting imports of Ca¬ 
nadian goods and then finding “more important” 
losses in production through strikes, "output” for 
which customers are lacking, presumably. 

More bothersome still are some of his further 
remarks on the’question.of the flatter state of the 
economy in June. It has started “stagflation” or 
recession talk among some of the experts. Mr. 
Turner refuses to go along with the gloom-and- 
doomers, although “for all I know they may be 
right.” 

In his next major speech, .perhaps Mr. Turner 
will tell “all what he knows” and regain some of 
the credibility that flew out the window at that 
point in his talk.

The two, Giorgios Tsobana- 
kis. aged 55, and Spiros Bla- 
zakis. 59. had been on the 
Communist side in the civil,

At first there were 10 Of 
thepi.but some died of scorpi¬ 
on bites, others of appendici¬ 
tis and others left. ' “Our 
bodies are hardened. Bullets 
of course wound us, but w« do 
not lose much, blood and in 
two or three days, the wound 
closes, like savages ...”

a message that “The leader 
of the revolution guarantees 
your life and freedom." Their 
reply angered the general and 
the villages -soon filled with 
commandos and gendarmerie 
officers hunting them. 


This w f as their most difficult 
period^ For twp years they 
had no contact with the oui- 
side w'orld. But later in 1972, 
as the student jnovement u'as 
developing in Athens, students 
tried to .join them. Giorgios 
and Spiros told the students, 
according to Anti: “The junta 
took Greece by taking in 
Athens. From Athens we must 
take Greece back. Go there, 
carry out a strong demon¬ 
stration and the junta will 
crumble like dried dung “ 
Student demonstrations did 
in fact trigger the fall of Pa- 
padopoulhs, even if he was 
only replaced by loannidis 
But now the government of 
Karamanlis. during whose 
earlier seven-year rule the 
guerrillas had remained in 
hiding, is arranging that they 
should come down from the 
mountains Where for 32- years 
they have been living on hark, 
roots and lizards. Only a few 
formalities remain before 
ihev can leave the stones and 
darkness .“We uflfr come 
down." they told Theodorakis. 
"hut in daylight so that, it will 
seem like spring."

It would be hard to imagine 
any way by which the whole 
Watergate horror could have 
been given new life than by 
President Gerald Ford's pre¬ 
cipitous blanket pardon of 
former President Richard 
Nixon. 

The county had been happy 
to accept Ford as ushering in 
a new era of reconciliation 
when, contrary to previous 
statements, one given at his 
first press conference, he 
jumped before even the first 
steps in the judicial process 
had been taken. 

★ * * 

His aides say he acted in 
the belief that by a quick, 
decisive move he would put 
»he whole thing in the past. 
After a flurry of controversy it 
would be seen that his ctim- 
l>assionate pardon was the 
only way'to clear the air and 
relegate the whole matter to 
history. 

If this was his motive, he 
made a serious miscalcula¬ 
tion. As he said nearly a year 
ago when asked about total 
absolution, “The public 
wouldn’t stand for it." Noth¬ 
ing has happened in the inter¬ 
vening months to change that 
opinion. In fact the whole 
cycle of jail sentences, up¬ 
coming trials and the drama 
of Nixon’s . self-righteous res¬ 
ignation has strengthened that 
view. 

One may question Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski's 
expressed opinion that the 
pardon wdll not influence the 
outcome of the September 30 
trial of the principal Nixdn 
lieutenants. That Jaworski 
learned of the- pardon only 
when it was publicly an¬ 
nounced is a sad commentary 
on the status of, the prosecu¬ 
tor. 

This has overtones of the 
Saturday night massacre 
which saw the firing of Archi¬ 
bald Cox and the resignation 
of Attorney General Elliot 
RichardsOn.

quickly to eliminate the carry¬ 
overs from an administration 
thaf had come down in dis¬ 
grace.

It 
resembles in kind if not in 
degree the self-martyrdbm 
that has repeatedly been ai 
the core of his role playing. - 

To separate the man from 
the role seems to have been 
more lhan even his one-time 


psychiatrist could manage iri 
the Nixon vice presidential 
years. 

But if the pardon was a 
consequence of the influence 
of the men qf the past then il 
is proof that he hak waited too 
long. He is surrounded by con¬ 
servative ideologues, and no¬ 
where is this more evident 
than on the approach to infla¬ 
tion and the economy, who 
tell him that even jawboning 
or something as innocuous as 
wage-price guidelines can im¬ 
peril the free enterprise sys¬ 
tem. 

The new president must 
prove that he is his own man. 
Rut if the precipitous pardon 
is an example of that' new

Northeast Brazil desperate for land reform 


If any region in Latin 
America needs land reform it 
must be the northeast of Bra¬ 
zil. Here, more than 29 mil¬ 
lion people — 30 i>ercent of all 
Brazilians — live in a state of 
misery comparable only to 
the impoverished people of 
India or Haiti. 

The region of nine states, 
comprising 18 per cent of Bra¬ 
zil, is divided into two main 
areas. The sertao. or interior, 
is a sterile and parched land, 
where the sun beats down ami 
the rains fail a land cursed 
with droughts from which 
thousands flee to ihe 
precarious refuge of the cities. 

The coastal area, however, 
has plenty of rain. Here are 
the great sugar plantations 
and cocoa fields. But this land 
has suffered from the inten¬ 
sive cultivation of these two 
crops only. Also, along the 
roast are the cities Recife. 
Fortaleza and Salvador. Bra¬ 
zil’s first capital — that have 4 
become the virtual dumping 
ground for the wretched and 
bitter peasants from the coun¬ 
tryside. 

On the entire region is fixed 
the same “pattern of latifun- 
dia, or large landed estate, 
inherited from the Portuguese 
colonists more than 350 years 
agq. Today some three- 
fourths of the land belongs in 
a scanlv two per cent of the 
landholders. 

The vast majority of the 
people are farm laborers, 
share-croppers, or squatters 
virtual slaves who have 
l>efcn described as “half 
humans, crushed like cane be¬ 
tween rollers that leave only 
juiceless husks behind.”* 
Hrflf-starved. housed in 
shacks, these people have 
, almost no medical care and 
few schools. Per capita in¬ 
come is around $207. half that 
"of Brazil as a whole and one- 
third of the figure for indus¬ 
trial Sao Paulo in the south. 

In, this sick land there is no 
true tally of those who are 
l>om and those who die. Per¬ 
haps as many as half the 
babies bom do not live out 
their first, year. For many 
who survive death is the one 
release. 

‘ It was in fact to give dignity 
1o death not to life that 
ihe Tirst Peasant League was 
formed in 1955 the reform 
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hopefully sought fot was no 
more thart the right of the 
poor to a decent burial in a 
proper coffin. 

Soon there emerged as the 
champion of the landless |»en- 
sants Ihe lawyer Francisco 
Juliano. Hp organized Pea¬ 
sant Leagues throughout the 
northeasl. 9 

Condemned as a rabble 
lyiuser. Juliano styled himsHf 
as no more than a simnle so¬ 
cial agitator who .appealed to 
•the people with words like; 
“We are not interested in any¬ 
one’s religion or ideology; let 
us simply get together anti 
free the peasant from oppres¬ 
sion . . . This struggle Is 
nobler than the abolition of* 
slavery . . . We will put 
through agrarian reform ei¬ 
ther by law 6r by struggle 

In 1959 official recognition 
was at last given to the prob¬ 
lems of the beleagured north¬ 
east. A project called Sudfcnr 
was. launched. Planned and 
directed by the competent 
economist Celso Furtado. fin¬ 
anced by the civilian govern¬ 
ment of the time and by a 
5131 million grant from Wash¬ 
ington. Sudene finally got un¬ 
derway in 1962. 

Some infrastructure 

progress was made. Roads 
l>egan to be built. Sanitary 
conditions were improved and 
streams were dammed to ex¬ 
tend irrigation. 

But When Furtado and hjs 
colleagues pressed for the 
most urgent need in the re¬ 
gion agrarian reform oj*- 
position from the large land¬ 
holders’was fierce. 

The proposal to transfer by 
peaceful means broad acres 
monopolized by a few led to 
the reckless use of the word 
’communism" invariable 
bait for the Latin American 
military. In no time the 
rumors promoted a coup 
d’etat led by Marshall Hum¬ 
berto Castello Branco. Fur¬ 
tado and his colleagues were 
deprived of their nationality. 

The situation was further 



embroiled when JuliaKo 
whose Peasant leagues had 
seized some land in an ama¬ 
teur agrarian reform 'pro¬ 
gram of their own travelled 
to Cuba and China and re¬ 
turned with enthusiastic ideas 
for similar reforms in Brazil s 
northeast. 

Juliano was, of course, den-

ounced as a communist 
w hich he may or may not 
have been and jailed in ihe 
"anti-communist" and "sub¬ 
versive’’ purge that swept the 
country soon after Castello 
Branco took power in 1964. 

With a taboo on any mean¬ 
ingful attempt to distribute 
wealth. Sudene’s activities 
since 1964 have hardly begun 
to tackle the region’s im¬ 
mense social and economic • 
problems. 

Most money has gone into 
capital intensive industries - 
which has not alleviated un¬ 
employment • or into build¬ 


ing dams and power plants 
chiefly useful in enriching 
those already rich by increas¬ 
ing the value of their land. 

Further. Sudene’s . budget 
has been cut over recent 
years. In 1%7. 1.4 |>cr cent of 
the federal budget went on 
Sudene. 

I-ist year the. grant was 
down to 0.4 i>er cent. 

This negligence reflects the 
government’s general ap¬ 
proach to economic develop¬ 
ment. The emphasis on.indus¬ 
trial growth and private en¬ 
terprise over and above sitcial 
reform means that while the 


production of sugar and cocoa 
has been encouraged none of 
the profits seeped down to the 
people on the land. 

The continuation of a patri¬ 
archal system of farming en¬ 
sures this. A cheap labor 
force is effectively guaran¬ 
teed. since strikes are forbid¬ 
den and alternative employ¬ 
ment is scarce. 

And the dependence of the 
peasants’ on the landholders 
naS actually increased with 
the decine in the permitted 
production of subsistence 
crops like beans. Farmers 
often pay wages ip "paper 


notes" exchangeable for food 
with the favored local trader. 

And even where this does 
not occur it is estimated thal 
a peasant in the sugar bolt 
earns Cruzeiros 25-35 a month 
1 $2.50-4.70) In the southern 
cocoa belt the daily labor rate 
is less than 50 cents a day. 

The . cheap labor force 
means that much of the 
foreign exchange derived 
from the export of these pri¬ 
mary products can be used to 
finance the ever-increasing 
foreign debts accrued by the 
rapid industrial expansion of 
Brazil’s south. It is a system 
in which ihe workers of ihe 
northeast are the inevitable 
pawns. 

Brazil’s military govern¬ 
ment boasts of a more than 
nine |M*r cent annual growlh 
rate in the Northeasl. Few 
contradict the figures, but 
critics of the regime, like the 
Archbishop of Recife. Dorn 
Helder Camara, point out that 
this expansion only benefits 
tbe privileged the feudal 
landlords who now shift their 
goods faster and cheaper In 
markets and the new class of 
industrialists. 

Even officials are reported 
to have admitted that "noth¬ 
ing has been achieved in 
agrarian reform since plans 
were elaborated in 1964." 

Having refused agrarian re¬ 
form on the grounds that it 
would oj>en the gates to "com¬ 
munism". the government 
has ironically reinforced the 
social and economic inequali¬ 
ties in the region on which 
Marx sts tend to feed. — 

This is why Sudene periodi¬ 
cally warns that the poverty 
in the northeast is a threat to 
national security. For the mo¬ 
ment. the strict political con¬ 
trol rules out any effective or¬ 
ganization by peasants. But 
many wonder how long the 
people in the northeast will go 
on enduring the appalling con¬ 
ditions in which most of them 
live 

With poignancy Joao Cabral 
de ,Melo. the poet of the 
Northeast, has depicted his 
peoples’ drama: 

."And if our common name 
is Harsh 

Equal in life in every, way 

We die an equal death 

The same harsh death 

The death of one who dies 

Of old age l^pfore his thir¬ 
ties 

Of enslavement before his 
twenties 

Of hunger a little every 
day.’*

U-K.’s October election 
to be hardfought battle 


In rite midst of possibly the 
greatest political and econom¬ 
ic uncertainty that has 
gripped Britain in the postwar 
era. its major political parties 
are reluctantly preparing for 
another national election. 

The election will mark only 
the second timfe in 50 years 
that British voters have had 
to go to the polls twice In one 
year. But it is necessitated by 
Britain’s deteriorating eco¬ 
nomic position and the inabili¬ 
ty of the weak, minority 
Labor government lo pass 
legislation to deal with the sit¬ 
uation. 

Leaders of all three major 
parties. Labor. Conservative, 
and Liberal, are in agreement 
that the country needs a 
strong government in White¬ 
hall to curb, inflation, which 
now is running at an annual 
, rate of 17 percent, and to 
stem the rising tide of busi¬ 
ness failures and indutylnal 
-discontent. 

However, politicians are 
buputed by the spectre of an¬ 
other "hung election.” and* 
the prospect of another hob- • 
bled minority government or 
an unstable two-party coali¬ 
tion. \

election was, considerably 
clouded*-a few days ago when 
Liberal leader Jeremy Thorpe 
. was. denounced as "a traitor"

bankers not to finance foreign 
takeovers of Canadian firms 
and to be careful about lend¬ 
ing money to large corpora¬ 
tions with access to other 
funds. 

Speaking to the Canadian 
Conference on Banking, 
Turner asked that Canadian 
chartered banks give top pri¬ 
ority “to meeting the de¬ 
mands of small Canadian bor¬ 
rowers and the slower grow th 
regions of Canada, as well as 
maintaining a reasonable 
level of mortgages for hous¬ 
ing. 

“In particular.” the min¬ 
ister said, “you should avoid 
helping to finance takeovers 
of Canadian companies by 
foreign interest^ which Itr ff' 
highly inappropriate use of 
scarce credit. 

“And again. I urge you to 
watch carefully the level of 
loans to large corporate bor¬ 
rowers who are capable of 
raising funds from the capital 
market.” 

The minister also told the 


federally chartered bankers 
that the government is giving 
“close attention” to the in¬ 
creasing number of foreign 
banks now establishing finan¬ 
cial affiliates and subsidiaries 
in Canada “entirely outside of 
federal jurisdiction.” 

Turner’s speech also dealt 
with "the fragile state” of the 
world economy and possible 
repercussions for Canada. 

After citing current world 
economic weaknesses, he said 
4 ‘overshadowing all these 
problems is a fear by some 
i>eople that the worldwide 
boom of the early 1970s will 
be followed by deep and pro¬ 
longed worldwide recession, 
as a result of severe distor¬ 
tions caused by continuing 
high inflation, balance of pay¬ 


ments difficulties, soaring in¬ 
terest rates and crippled fi¬ 
nancial markets.” 

But. he said “there is a po¬ 
tent factor working in our 
favor. That is the very fact 
that virtually ell countries — 
developed and developing, oil 
importers and oil exporters — 
are starkly aware of the frag¬ 
ile state of the world econopiy 
and the need to handle it with 
care." 

He said greater attention 
should be focussed on ways to 
increase surveillance of the 
international monetary sys¬ 
tem and the operations of in¬ 
ternational financial institu¬ 
tions. 

“This has become 1 neces¬ 
sary because of the problems 
that may well emerge in recy-

MONTREAL (UPI) — The 
Bank of Canada may need lo 
extend its control over char¬ 
tered banks lo other financial 
lending institutions in order to 
make Canadian monetary pol¬ 
icy more effective, the gover¬ 
nor of the Bank of Canada. 
Gerald Bouev, said Monday. 

Under the federal Bank Act, 
the Bank of Canada can dic¬ 
tate to the federal chartered 
banks the minimum cash re¬ 
serves they must hold as well 
as the interest rate and lend¬ 
ing policies. 


The act does not, however, 
extend to trust companies and 
other lending institutions, 
which can be wholly-owned 
subsidiaries of foreign compa¬ 
nies. 

“It Is my view- that an ex¬ 
tension of the Bank of Cana¬ 
da’s powers to cover a 
broader range of financial in¬ 
stitutions has not so fat been 
necessary jn order to achieve 
the centraT^fenk's objectives 
with reasonable efficiency,” 
Bouey told a Canadian confer¬ 
ence on banking.

“But this judgment is relat¬ 
ed to the structure of the Ca¬ 
nadian financial system as it 
has developed to date. 

“Some of the structural

He said Canadian sub¬ 
sidiaries of foreign banks now 
hold less than two per cent of 
the Canadian dollar assets of 
the chartered banks. .

OTTAWA (CP) - A deficit 
of $255 million was recorded 
for the second quarter as the 
balance of merchandise trade 
slumped to its lowest level 
since the third quarter of 
1972, Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed Monday. 

Figures are adjusted to ac¬ 
count for seasoned variations. 

The volume of merchandise 
exports dropped by almost 
five per cent during the 
quarter and imports were 
down by one per cent. The 
value of merchandise trade 
was higher but this was due 
to price inflation. 

In recent years a surplus in 
merchandise trade and a 
more than offsetting deficit in 
service transactions — such 
items as foreign travel, inter¬ 
est and dividends — has been 
the pattern. 

The over-all deficit for the 
first quarter was $218 million 
and there has been an over-all 
deficit for nine of the last JO 
quarters. The surplus came in 
the second quarter of 1973 and 
it was $68 million over-all. 

For trade only, the surplus 
for the second quarter this 
year was $401 million, com¬ 
pared with trade surpluses 
$607 million in the first 
quarter and $682 milion in the 
second quarter of last year. 

On the capital account side 
securities investments 
there was a net gaih of $25 
million in direct investment in 
Canada and a net reduction of 
$160 in investments abroad by 
Canadians. 

Accounting for all move¬ 
ments of capital, there was a 
net inflow of $365 million in 
the second quarter compared 
with an inflow' of $925 in the 
first quarter this year. 

Long-term investments 
were reduced by $85 million 
in the second quarter and it 
was the first time since the 
second quarter of 1971 that 
there was a net reduction in 
long-term transactions. I the 
first quarter of this year th^re 
was a net gain of $433 million. 

A combination of factors con¬ 
tributed to the turnabout. 

There was a net increase of 
$150 million in shprt-term I 
transactions compared with ! 
an increase of $492 million in j 
the first quarter. 

Statistics Canada had re- i 
ported two weeks ago that 
there w'as no,/gal growth dur- , 
ing the second quarter as the I 
3.6-per cent increase in gross 
national product was due en¬ 
tirely, to price increases. The 
balance-of-payments rejKirt t 
provides more detail on the ! 
foreign trade aspects of that i 
GNP report. 

Merchandise exports during I 
the second quarter were va¬ 
lued at $7,821 billion com- 


$9,286 billion in the first. 
Payments in the second 
quarter were $9,835 billion 
and in the first quarter $9,504 
billion. 

The deficit on service trans¬ 
actions was $796 million in the 
second quarter, $894 million in 
the first and $675 million in 
the second quarter of last 
year. 

A third category in current 
account balance includes such 
items as immigrants’ funds 
and foreign aid. There was a 
surplus of $136 Inillion in the 
second quarter.

LETHBRIDGE (CP) ’ A 
foUr-year study of Alberta 
schools within Hutterite colo¬ 
nies shows that teachers must 
contend with unusual situa¬ 
tions ranging from taboos on 
the teaching of reproduction* 
to the removal of charts from 
the walls at night. 

Dr. George Mann, a sociolo¬ 
gist at l>ethbridge University, 
has been investigating tjho au¬ 
tonomy of teachers at 37 Hut¬ 
terite colony schools in south¬ 
ern Alberta. 

He found that although re¬ 
strictions varied throughout 
the colonies operated by the 
religious sect, most did not 


approve the use of audio¬ 
visual aids or musical in¬ 
struments and disapproved of 
sex education and the teach¬ 
ing of Darwin's theory of evo¬ 
lution. 

The study found the school 
usually became a church at 
the completion of the daily 
classes. This, he said, com¬ 
bines the problem of an inade¬ 
quate physical environment 
with a large enrolment and 
multiple grades. 

“There are some teachers 
instructing 10 children in 
eight grades in a one-room 
school that retlly is a 
church." Mann said. 


. N 

“That creates many prob¬ 
lems.” he added. As an exam¬ 
ple. he said, he found it 
understandable that the 
brethren would object to “a 
chart on tooth decay” being 
left on the church wall during 
the evening services. 

Mann said the controls the 
Hutterltes try to impose on 
teachers may be less confin¬ 
ing than 'restrictions created 
by a teacher's *-*vn back¬ 
ground and attitude. 

For the purpose of the 
study. Mann divided teachers 
into three groups. 

He described the first group 
as stcillful, highly-qualified 


teachers who could get jobs 
anywhere but chose the colo¬ 
nies for individual reasons. 

Mann said these teachers 
are often highly successful. 

“The problem lies in a con¬ 
flict between their profes¬ 
sional drive and |>ersonal be¬ 
liefs." he said. 

“Most ... in this gn»up 
have liberal beliefs and they 
often hesitate to initiate 
changes because they feel 
strongly that people have . a 
right to their own way of 
life." 

The second group was less 
skilled and its members tin- 
likely to get a teaching job 


elsewhere. As a result. Mann 
said, they were dependent on 
the good opinion of the colony 
eldfers and willing to accept 
restrictions on their teaching 
-methods. 

“The Hutteritos don't res¬ 
pect this kind of teacher tie- 
cause of their poor academic- 
qualifications," he said. 

"I found most eiders had 
more respect for competent 
teachers introducing changes 
than for poorly qualified 
teachers who are content to 
leave things the way they 
are.” 

The third group tended to 


remain on a colony for longer 
periods, Mann said. 

These teachers were usually 
the most successful of the 
three groups in-their dealings 
with the seel. They were often 
the wives of local farmer's 
who wished to work in their 
home areas and re-entered 
the profession later in life. 

Because they were compe¬ 
tent. these teachers were re¬ 
spected and were not depen¬ 
dent on the colony for their 
liping. 

Mann said the teachers in 
the third group were willing 
to initiate changes to improve 


educational quality in their 
schools. 

He said he found colony 
teachers were in two main 
age groups those in their 
early 20s, and those between 
50 and 00. 

“Most teachers are either 
young and just out of univer¬ 
sity or they're older people 
who have returned to teaching 
^ after a long absence, he 
said." 

Despite what he described 
as this “polarization." Mann 
said the qualifications of 
teachers in colony schools 
was comparable to the 
average in Alberta.

1973. informing 
her the church no longer con¬ 
sidered her a religious. Sister 
Diary Lpcy Ford, 74, told de- 
* fence counsel Cecil Branson. 
The statements came dur¬ 
ing Branson's cross-examina¬ 
tion .of Sister Lucy, the second 
witness called in the trial 
being held to decide which f >f 
two fSflding /actions controls 
the society and • its assets, es- 
timated~at-$inr*million. 

•Under Branson's question¬ 
ing. Sister Lucy testified she. 
had been served with a letter 


from Bishop Remi de Roo in 
June of last year, telling her 
the Holy See had determined 
she was no longer to .lie con¬ 
sidered a Roman Catholic 
nun. 

Asked if she- had ever ap¬ 
pealed that notice, she quietly 
answered: "No." 

Branson then read from the 
statement of' claim the 
legal document in which 
Sister Lucy and the other 
plaintiffs set forth their case 
in the trial which refers to 
the Society of I lie I/ive of 
Jesus as a "religious soci¬ 
ety". 

"Is it your understanding it 
is a Roman Catholic religious 
s*xiety. that to belong you 
must hr a Roman Catholic 
religious?" the defence Coun¬ 
sel asked.

Isles for the first time in 20 
years after the congregation 
of St." Gertrude the Great (p 
South Dakota religious com¬ 
munity with which the Society 
of the IiOve of Jesus affiliated 
in 19155) Ixmght her a plane 
ticket for that purpose. 

After, spending" some 
months in England. Sister 
Lucy tried to return home. 

But took a plea to a cardi¬ 
nal in London and an order 
from Rome to get the South 
Dakota, group to pay for a re- 
• tum plane tickef, the Sister’s 
testimony indicated. 


In her testimony about the 
sit-in. Sister Lucy said she 
had returned to St. Mary's 
Priory from a doctor’s ap¬ 
pointment on March 15, 1973, 
only to bf told the convent 
was^Jjplng moved across the 
street.

VANCOUVER (CP) - 
Pregnant women who smoke 
risk having children who will 
lag in physical and mental 
development, a Manitoba pe¬ 
diatrician has warned. 

Dr. James Haworth, direc¬ 
tor of pediatric Research at 
the University of Manitoba, 
told an audience.of doctors at 
Vancouver General Hospital 
that his own research on 
^pregnant rats showed that 
brain size and number of 
brain cells were reduced in 
fetuses of rats exposed to cig¬ 
arette smoke. 

He cited a British study of 
15.000 children aged seven to 
11 .which found that those 
whose mothers had smoked 
during pregnancy were an 
average one centimetre 
shorter -and—three to five 
months behind in schoolwork 
compared to children whose 
mothers had not smoked dur¬ 
ing pregnancy. 

"Pregnant womjn who are 
smokers should "be warned 
that they are expfting the in¬ 
fant to unnecessary long-term 
hazards if they continue the 
habit,” he said. 

Babies tit smokers are an 


avehage ol six ounces lighter 
at birth than babies of non- 
smokers, he said. 

The crucial period is after 
the fourth month of preg¬ 
nancy. No effects have been 
noticed for mothers who quit 
smoking after the fourth 
month, he said. 

The. agents most suspected 
of causing the harm are nico¬ 
tine and carbon monoxide 
w’hich is formed frorti in¬ 
complete combustion of the 
tobacco. 

In the experiments w-ith 
rats, smoke was blown into 
the rats’ cages at a rate set to 
maintain the same carbon 
monoxide levels as for a per¬ 
son smoking 20 to 30 ciga¬ 
rettes a day.

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Garder^notes 


The other evening my wife 
and I were having dinner at 
the home of a friend. When 
the roast of veaJ was served, 
we were given a jelly with a 
flavor entirely new to me. 
While it looked like the usual 
red currant jelly, Its flavor 
was quite different and, for 
my taste, better than red cur¬ 
rant as an accompaniment for 
veal. 

When I asked my hostess 
what it was. I got a bit of a 
jolt when she replied: “It’s 
rowanberry jelly." 

Rowan is the old Scottish 
name for the mountain ash, 
and she had made her jelly 
from the berries -of the moun¬ 
tain ash tree in her front 
yard. And up to that moment. 
I never realized that moun¬ 
tain ash berries were fit for 
human consumption! 

I should have realized there 
must be something good about 
any fruiVihat the birds go for 
in such a big way. The fact, 
too. that the mountain ash is 
first cousin to the apple tree 
should also have given me a 
hint. 

I couldn't get out of my 
hostess the recipe for the stuff 


— not because she was secre¬ 
tive, but because she is such a 
good cook she doesn’t realize 
that other folks don't know 
the techniques. 

All she could say was that 
you make it just the same as 
red currant or cranberry 
jelly, and if I knew how to 
make these, I'd pose as an ex¬ 
pert and give you the recipe 
for rowanberry jelly down to 
the last teaspoonful of sugar. 
I imagine you could use as a 
guide the red currant jelly 
recipe in the little booklet that 
comes wrapped around each 
bottle of Certo. 

The last time I wrote a 
piece about slugs for Xhis col¬ 
umn, a lot of readers wrote in 
to remind me that slugs can 
be killed by sprinkling ThPtYT 
with salt or with a strong so¬ 
lution of salt and water. 

This is all right if you catch 
the brutes out in the clear 
where the salt can’t do any 
damage to growing things, 
but don’t forget that salt is a 
pretty good weedkiller, and 
will damage cultivated plants 
and grass as easily as weeds 
. I caught three big slugs in 
the garden the other day and 


treated each one with a dif¬ 
ferent insect powder: sevin, 
diazinon and denis dust. The 
sevin gave the quickest kill, 
but it was a 50 per cent wetta- 
ble powder, terribly strong 
and never intended to be used 
neaf. The amazing thing to 
w-atch, though, w-as the way 
those slugs could slough off 
the powder by exuding slime 
from their bodies, crawling 
right out from under a pinch 
of the dust placed on their 
backs. Even with the sevin. it 
took a second dusting to stop 
the creature dead in its 
tracks. 

When a plant or a hedge is 
full of those small climbing 
slugs — the kind that eat 
holes in the shoulders of our 
tomatoes — even a compari- 
tively light dusting will cause 
them to fall off. but after 
watching this sloughing-off 
process. I have a hunch that a 
tot of them would live to feed 
another day. It seems to me 
that to secure a good kill, you 
have to get the poison IN¬ 
SIDE them somehow. 

The way these beasts turn 
aside as soon as their bodies 
encounter any of these dusts 


leads me to believe they 
would never feed upon dusted 
foliage. Dusting, therefore, 
might be a good deterrent if if 
is renewed after every rain or 
heavy dew, but to kill the 
pests, I think the only thing 
really practicable is poisoned 
bait sold as Slug Pellets. 

These are little pills made 
of the apple residue from 
cider mills and poisoned with 
metaldehyde. This is a form 
of alcohol they use to make 

canned heat" which the Skid 
Row characters drink when 
they can’t get anything better, 
and while it can’t be recom¬ 
mended as a steady diet and 
may produce blindness, it 
isn’t fatal in small doses to 
warmblooded animals and i* 
reasonably safe to leave 
around the garden, tucked in 
under the spread of the plants 
to be protected. 

It is deadly to slugs, though, 
and seems to possess a pow¬ 
erful attraction for the slimy 
pests, for they’ll travel a long 
way to get at these fatal little 
morsels. I look with ghoulish 
glee every morning at the pile 
of corpses around each pellpf 
in my garden.

Stage two in suit against ICBC 

O’Grady files his statement 


Stage two in the lawsajit be¬ 
tween Terence O’Grady and 
the Insurance Corporation of 
British Columbia took place 
Monday alternoon with the of¬ 
ficial filing of O’Grady’s 
statement of claim at Van¬ 
couver courthouse. 

O’Grady. No: 2 executive of¬ 
ficer in ICBC, ended his .con¬ 
nection .with the crown cor¬ 
poration Sept. 1 and is claim¬ 
ing unspecified damages for 
wrongful dismissal and 
breach of contract. 

The statement of flaim. an 
official document briefly out¬ 
lining O’Grady’s case against 
ICBC, leans heavily on corre- 
spondence between the 
former Victoria city solicitor 
<and Norman Bjrtnick, head of 
ICBC. 

It claims thlat O’Grady had 
an oral and written contract 
with ICBC stating that his 
duties would be those of sec¬ 
retary to th,e corporation and 
general counsel. It further- 
claims that on August 14 of 
this year* O’Grady was in¬ 
formed that a re-alignment of' 
staff duties would result in a 
person other than himself as¬ 
suming the role of secretary. 


hut that he could continue his 
employment with ICBC as se¬ 
nior counsel. Bortnik has 
subsequently assumed the 
role of secretary. 

That letter, the statement 
claims, was tantamount to 
dismissal as it chahged the 
terms of the original contract. 

The statement of claim also 
makes full reference to a let¬ 
ter written to O’Grady on 
March 29. 1974/ praising the 
former city solicitor for his 
“untiring efforts" to tAilld 
ICBC. 

The same. Bortnick letter 
also refers to O’Grady’s “en¬ 
ergy and ability” supplying 
the drive to get the giant in¬ 
surance corporation off the 
ground. The letter also ac¬ 
knowledges the “terrible" toll 
in hours and effort put in by 
O’Grady and ends with the 
phrase “I shall never forget 
your efforts." 

The .statement of claim 
notes that after several 
months of negotiations and 
formal agreement on the 
terms of the contract O’Grady 
agreed to abandon his well es- • 
tablished practice in Victoria. 


sell his home and move to 
Vancouver. 

O’Grady commenced his 
duties with ICBC on August 1, 
1973, at a salary of 535.000 a 
year, pins benefits, plus an 
automobile. 

The statement of claim 
notes that his contract and 
salary were ratified by the 
board of directors, as was the 
August 1974 decision to re¬ 
align his duties. 

The statement of claim also 
makes reference to a conver¬ 
sation between O’Gracty and 
Transport and Com¬ 
munications Minister Robert 
Strachan a few days before 
O'Grady received notice of his 
revised duties, but no details 
of the conversation are dis¬ 
closed. 

Ten days after receiving of¬ 
ficial notice of his new duties 
removing him from his posi¬ 
tion of secretary, and re-as¬ 
signing him from general 
counsel to senior counsel. 
O’Grady wrote Bortnick on 
Aug. 28 stating that in hi&* 
opinion he had been dis¬ 
missed. 

"I have no alternative" the 


letter stated but to "construe 
(itb .as dismissal." O’prady 
continued that if, he was 
wjrong in his interpretation, 
then Bortnick’s letter was a 
"repudiation of the contract." 


ICBC is expected' to file a 
statement of defense in the 
suit in the near future, but it 
could be at least 12 months 
before the case comes to 
court.

About 1,250 Indian children 
were to be taken out of their 
schools Wednesday in a 
protest against federal fund¬ 
ing practices for local Indian 
education. 

. Donald Smfth, chairman of 
the North Coast District Coun¬ 
cil. said Sunday the council 
\<>ted to keep the children out 
of. school Wednesday. Thurs- . 
dAy and Friday. He added 
that if no decision is forth- I 
coming b'y then, they will 
keep the children .put indefi- 1 
nitely. 

The schools affected are j 
those in Masset, Skidegat.e, j 
Hartley Bay, Kitkatia, Met- 
laktala, Kincolith and Port : 
S mpson. Those villages make 
up ^e north coast district. 

The protest arose from a 
federal cutback in education 
budgets for the district and 
the question of an additional 
$135,000 the district council 
had expected to receive to 
help operate new Grade 9 
classes in three shcools. 

"The district education bud¬ 
get has boen*;ut by $20,000 be¬ 
tween 1975 and 1974,” Smith 
said. "There are, more‘stu¬ 
dents enrolled in the schools 
in the seven villages and the 
cost of operation^ has in.- 
creased tremendously.” 

Indian affairs department 
officials Diere and, in V^p- 
coiner said Sunday they are 
operating on tight budgets al¬ 
ready and do not yet know 
how the problem will be re¬ 
solved. *

Labor Minister Bill King 
Monday agreed to appoint an 
industrial inquiry commission 
to settle the Vancouver voca¬ 
tional Instructors’ strike. 

King said the commissioner 
would he nSmed today or 
Wednesday. 

He said the Vancouver 
Community College council 
and the Vocational Instruc¬ 
tors’ Association would decide 
whether it wanted the com¬ 
mission’s settlement report to 
he binding. 

The, college council on the 
weekend joined the instruc¬ 
tors with a request that the 
minister appoint a noffbind- 
ing. commission. 

Karl Gregg, president of the 
VIA, said picket lines would 
\ he lifted when the commission 

r was announced. 

-Instructors have picketed 
Vancouver Vocational Insti¬ 
tute, Vancouver School of Art, 
the college's Langara campus 
and its special programs divi¬ 
sion since last week. 

Pickets at Langara were 
lifted temporarily Monday to 
allow about 3,000 students 
from all divisions of the com¬ 
munity college to- attend a 
rally. The meeting, called by 
the student committee in sup¬ 
port of the instructors’ strike, 
ended inconclusively with a 
• split vote by show of hands. 

Although picketing resumed 
following the meeting, a 
school spokesman said Mon- 
day afternoon that classes 
were resuming and things 
were getting back to normal 
after the labor minister’s an- 
" nouncement.

TULSA. Okla. (UPI) 
“Dear Grandmother, jus! a 
short note to let-you-know I 
am doing not too good," wrote 
Roger Michael Dycsis. 19, 
from his Oklahoma state peni¬ 
tentiary cell. 

He was found dead last 
week, hanging by a piece of 
twine tied to a bunk. 

In a series of letters printed 
Sunday in a Tulsa newspaper. 
Dycus told his grandmother 
he thought he would be mur¬ 
dered if he did noi submit to 
the sexual demands of a fel¬ 
low inmate. 

Prison officials earlier had 
- ruled suicide in the death of 
Dycus, serving a two-year 
term for unauthorized use of 
a motor vehicle in Tulsa 
County. 

“It all started last' week 
when ! ran out of cigs. So this 
dude started sending some to 
me for seven days.” Dyeus 
wrote. "This went on until 
yesterday. Then he informed 
me Chat I owed him WO for the 
smokes. I told him I didn't 
have it. so he told me to have 
it by this coming Friday or 
I'll either be his woman or 
he’d kill me." 

Dycus said he refused and 
then four other inmates en¬ 
tered his cell and beat him, 
the letter said. 

I’ve 10 stitches and I am 
beat all to hell." the letter 
said. Dycus said one inmate 
had carried a knife. 

In the final letter dated July 
27, Dycus told his grand¬ 
mother f sir men pulled home¬ 
made knives on him and three 
raped him. 

"They're waiting till I get 
out of the hospital to finish 
pic off,” he said. 

His grandmother. Bessie 
Stafford, bf Tulsa, said she 
sent him the money and the 
letters stopped July 27. She 
also .said she called the prison 
three times, but was never 
allowed to talk with the war¬ 
den. 

She said the warden’s secre¬ 
tary told her Dycus was in 
good health. 

Acting prison warden Bud 
Wilson said he had not heard 
about any letters or threats to 
the inmate. 

He said counsellors see the 
prisoners every day and "he 
never said anything to them 
about any threats."

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Ottawa lifts ban on more expensive U.S. eggs 


OTTAWA (CP) - The gov¬ 
ernment has temporarily lift¬ 
ed restrictions on U.S. egg 
imports, the agriculture de¬ 
partment announced Monday. 

Since U.S. prices are cur¬ 
rently higher than those in 
Canada, the move will proba¬ 


bly have little effect on con¬ 
sumer prices. 

The restrictions, imposed 
last May in an effort to pro¬ 
tect domestic egg men 
against low priced American 
imports, were removed be¬ 


cause egg production in the 
U.S. has dropped, raising 
prices in that country. 

The restrictions were, im¬ 
posed under federal changes 
in the Import and Export Per¬ 
mits Act, which allows the 


government to block entry of 
any food product that threa¬ 
tens to undercut domestic,, 
prices. 

Federal marketing experts 
said the curbs can lie “safe¬ 
ly” removed now because the 


U.S. egg futures market in¬ 
dicates continually rising 
prices in that country. 

As a result, they said, the 
Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency can go ahead and 
raise its price for eggs with 


no worries about U.S. compe¬ 
tition. 

The restrictions, which still 
apply to turkey imports, are 
determined under an elabo¬ 
rate formula based on prices 
here and in the U.S. 


They were imposed last 
May because the government 
said prices in the U.S. — be¬ 
tween 24 and 25 cents a dozen 
—were abnormally low. Al¬ 
though only a small portion of 
egg production in either 


country moves across the 
border, extremely low prices 
in the U.S. have a tendency to 
drag down Canadian prices. 

The restrictions could be 
reimposed quickly if Ameri¬ 
can prices became competi¬ 
tive.

The Chilean military 
overthrew Marxist president 
Alende a year ago. and said 
he committed suicide during 
the coup. 

“It is not the ITT nor the 
CIA which are primarily the 
cause for setting up the mili¬ 
tary junta,'’ Mrs. Allende told 
a news conference.

During the race, doctors fol¬ 
lowed along with them in 
cars, carrying first aid equip¬ 
ment. 

The runners were advised 
to drink as much fluid as pos¬ 
sible during the marathon. 
Nevertheless, they lost an 
average of nine pounds each 
during the run. 

They were uqder medical 
supervision as part of 200 men 
enrolled in the Toronto Reha¬ 
bilitation Centre post-myocar¬ 
dial infarction exercise pro¬ 
gram.

Speaking to the Canadian 
Conference on Banking, 
Turner asked that Canadian 
chartered banks give top pri¬ 
ority "to meeting the de¬ 
mands of small Canadian bor¬ 
rowers and ; the slower growth 
regions of Canada, as well as 
maintaining a reasonable 
level of mortgages for hous¬ 
ing. 

"In particular," the min¬ 
ister said, ''you should avoid 
helping to finance takeovers 
of Canadian companies by 
foreign' interests, which is a 
highly inappropriate use ,of 
scarce credit. 

"And again. I urge you to 
watch carefully the level of 
loans to large corporate bor¬ 
rowers who are capable of 
raising funds from the capital 
.market.”._ __ _ 

The minister also told the 


federally chartered bankers 
‘that the government is giving 
"close attention" to the in¬ 
creasing number of »foreign 
banks now establishing finan¬ 
cial affiliates and subsidiaries 
•in Canada "entirely outside of 
federal jurisdiction.” 

Turner’s speech also dealt 
with "the fragile state” of the 
world economy and possible 
repercussions for Canada. 

After citing cuiTent world 
economic weaknesses, he said 
"overshadowing all these 
problems is a fear by some 
people that the worldwide 
boom of the early 1970s will 
be followed by deep and pro¬ 
longed worldwide recession, 
as a re&ilt of severe distor¬ 
tions caused by continuing 
high inflafion, balance of pay¬ 


ments difficulties, soaring, in¬ 
terest rates and crippled fi¬ 
nancial markets#” 

But, he said "there is a po¬ 
tent factor working in our 
favor. That is the very fact 
that virtually all countries — 
developed and developing, oil 
importers and oil exporters — 
are starkly aware of the frag- 
ile state of the world economy 
and the need to handle it with 
care.” 

He said greater attention 
should be focussed on ways to 
increase surveillance of the 
international monetary sys¬ 
tem and the operations of in- 
v ternational financial institu¬ 
tions. 

"This has become neces¬ 
sary because of the problems 
that may well emerge in rtfcy-

MONTREAL (UPI) - The 
Bank of Canada may need to 
extend its control over char¬ 
tered banks to other financial 
lending institutions in order to 
make Canadian monetary pol¬ 
icy more effective, the gover¬ 
nor of the Bank of Canada, 
Gerald Bouev, said Monday. 

Under the federal Bank Act, 
the Bank of Canada can dic¬ 
tate to the federal chartered 
banks the minimum cash re¬ 
serves they must hold as well 
as the interest rate and lend¬ 
ing policies. 

^ 4 . 


The act does not, however, 
extend to trust companies and 
other lending institutions, 
which can be wholly-owned 
subsidiaries of foreign compa¬ 
nies. 

“It is my view that an ex¬ 
tension of the Bank of Cana¬ 
da's powers to cover ‘ a 
broader range of financial in¬ 
stitutions has not so far been 
necessary in order to achieve 
the central bank's objectives 
with reasonable efficiency,” 
Bouey told a Canadian confer¬ 
ence on banking. 


"But this judgment is relat¬ 
ed to the structure of the Ca¬ 
nadian financial system as it 
has developed to date. 

“Some of the structural 
trends currently in evidence 
are not altogether reassuring 
from this point of view and 
their continuation could in 
time make it more difficult 
for the central bank to do its 
job effectively.” 

He said Canadian sub¬ 
sidiaries of foreign banks now 
bold less than two per cent of 
the Canadian dollar assets of 
the chartered banks.

DUNCAN — Doman Indus¬ 
tries Ltd., the lumber and 
transport firm, is "riding out 
the storn*" that many sectors 
of 'the forest industry find 
themselves in these days’. 
That was the way in which 
Herb Doman Monday des¬ 
cribed the situatijn when he 
released the nine-months fin¬ 
ancial report. 

The rejtort shows that the 
"storm” is on — in earnest. 
While sales for the entire 
period up to July.31 show a 
slight increase, net earnings 
have dropped about 50 per 
cent. Much of. the decrease 


took place in the period April 
30-July 31. 

Sales to July 31 of this year 
were $30.9 million compared 
to $30.5 million for the same 
period last year. Net earnings 
were $1.9 million compared to 
$3.7 million as of July 31, 1973. 
On a per common share 
basis, the figures are 60 cents 
against $1.21. 

Heavy costs and production 
interruptions, Doman stated, 
were the main reasons for the 
comparatively weaker show¬ 
ing.

"We, fortunately. were 
ready for this downturn. We 
had expected it and aren't 
caught with old contracts that 
are about to run out," he said. 

’He said that planned plant 
expansion in Vancouver and a 
groundwood pulp mill are still 
in abeyancp and that he hopes 
to be able to announce firm 
projects by the new year. 

Doman added that the main 
way that conditions’ for his 
company will rapidly improve 
is a return to a good supply of 
mortg4ge money in the U.S. 
at rates which people can af¬ 
ford. He said that these condi¬ 
tions are dependant upon ei¬ 
ther a break in interest rates 
or a change in government 
policies in the U.S. and Cana¬ 
da to encourage housing. 


OTTAWA (CP) — A deficit 
of $255 million was recorded 
for the second quarter as the 
balance of merchandise trade 
slumped to Its lowest level 
since the third quarter of 
1972, Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed Monday. 

Figures are adjusted to ac¬ 
count for seasoned variations. 

The volume of merchandise 
exports dropped by almost 
five per cent during the 
quarter and imports were 
down by one per cent. TTie 
value of merchandise trade 
was higher but this was due 
to price inflation. 

In recent years a surplus in 
merchandise trade and a 
more than offsetting deficit in 
service transactions — such 
items as-foreign travel, inter¬ 
est and dividends — has been 
the pattern? 

The over-all deficit for the 
first quarter was $218 million 
and there has been an over-all 
deficit for nine of the last 10 
quarters. The surplus came in 
the second quarter of 1973 and 
it was $68 million over-all. 

For trade only, the surplus 
for the second quarter this 
year was $401 million, com¬ 
pared with trade surpMses 
$607 million in the first 
quarter and $682 milion in the 
second quarter of -last year. 

On .the capital account side 
securities investments — 
there was a net gain of $25 
million in direct investment in 
Canada and a net reduction of 
$160 in investments abroad by 
Canadians. 

Accounting for all move¬ 
ments of capital, there was a 
net inflow of $365 million in 
the second quarter compared 
with an Inflow of $925 in the 
first quarter this year. 

Long-term investments 
were reduced by $85 million 
in the second quarter and it 
was the first time since the 
second quarter of 1971 that 
there was a net reduction in 
long-term transactions. I the 
first quarter of this year there 
was a net gain of $433 million, 
A combination of factors con¬ 
tributed to the turnabout. 

There was a net increase of 
$450 million in short-term 
transactions compared with 
an increase of $492 million m 
the first quarter. 

Statistics Canada had re¬ 
ported two weeks ago that 
there was no real growth dur¬ 
ing the second quarter as the 
3.6-per cent increase in gross 
national product was due en¬ 
tirely to price increases. The 
balance-of-payments report 
provides more detail on the 
foreign trade aspects of that 
GNP report. 

Merchandise exports during 
the second quarter were va¬ 
lued at $7,821 billion com¬ 
pared with $7.66 billion in the 
first quarter. 

Imports were worth $7.42 
billion in the April-June 
period and $7,053 billion in the 
January-March period. 

Total receipts from foreign 
sources was $9-576 billion 
in the second quarter and 


$9,286 billion in the first. 
Payments in the second 
quarter were $9,835 billion 
and in the first quarter $9,504 
billion. 

The deficit on service trans¬ 
actions was $796 million in the 
second quarter, $894 million in 
the first and $675 million in 
the second quarter of last 
year. 

A third category in current 
account balance includes such 
items as immigrants’ funds 
and foreign aid. There was a 
surplus of $136 million in the 
second quarter.

“We don't know how long it 
will be, but we feel it will be a 
short time.” 

In New York, Video Tech¬ 
niques, promoters of what is 


to be the richest fight ever, 
said no new date had been set 
for the match. 

A horizontal, inch-long gash 
was opened between the 
champion's right eye and eye¬ 
brow in his last sparring 
round of the day by either a 
jab or elbow from sparring 
partner Bill McMurray. This 
led his manager, Dick Sadler, 


to say the champion needed a 
postponement 

There were no details on 
tin* exact nature of the cut, 
but it was regarded as too 
serious for Foreman to risk it 
being opened in eight days.

NANAIMO Millions of 
dollars worth of logs and sa¬ 
laries are being shipped away 
from Vancouver Island each 
year because there isn’t 
enough space for new indus¬ 
trial installations here, Nanai¬ 
mo Mayor Frank Ney said 
Monday. 

"Heavy industry is really 
lieing squeezed on the wa¬ 
terfront on the Island, and it 
is now almost impossible for 
logging and sawmill operators 
tojind suitable waterfront lo¬ 
cations for their businesses.” 
he said. 

Ney said he knows three 
companies which have repre- 
s e n t a t i v e s travelling the 
length of Vancouver Island 
looking in vain lor plant sites. 

"It is a paradox to have this 
happening here, when all of 
the facilities are right here 
for a prosperous industry.” 

The mayor said that since 
the Second World War. the 
forest industry has accounted 
for at least one third of the. 
* wealth on the Island, and 
today contributes $-100 million 
annually to the Island’s econ¬ 
omy. 

"The forest industry is here 
to stay thanks to the perpetu¬ 
al harvest program in B.C. 
forests, and for this reason 
planners and politicians 
should place the needs of the

In the city df Courtenay- 
alone, accidents involving in¬ 
jury jumped from 25 for the 
first eight months of 1973 to 42 
for the same period this year. 

The number of accidents in¬ 
volving property damage rose 
from 82 to 178. 

Averaged out, the figure 
represents a 117 per cent in¬ 
crease over the 12 months of 
last year, Osmond said. 

Driving without due care 
and attention continued to be 
the leading cause of. ac¬ 
cidents, with 150 accidents re- 
l>orled so far this year, com¬ 
pared with 84 for the whole of 
1973. Driving too fasj for road 
conditions, and following too 
closely were other major ac¬ 
cident causes. 


Listed under other causes of 
accidents was the figure of 49, 
which, Osmond said, was 
mainly due to car-deer ac¬ 
cidents.

She harself has never a|>- 
pealed the notice she received 
on June 22. 1973. informing 
her The church no longer con¬ 
sidered her a religious. Sister 
Mary Lucy Ford. 74. told de¬ 
fence counsel Cecil ‘Branson. 

'Phe statements came dur¬ 
ing Branson’s cross-examina¬ 
tion of Sister Lucy, the second 
witness called in fhe trial 
l *ing h^lrl to decide which of 
two feuding factions controls 
the soc iety ;and its assets, es¬ 
timated at $1.5 million. 

Under Branson’s question¬ 
ing. Sifter Lucy testified she 
had been served with a letter 


from Bishop Renii de Roo in 
June of last year, telling her 
fhe Holy See had determined 
she was no longer to be con¬ 
sidered a Roman -Catholic 
nun. 

Asked if she had ever ap¬ 
pealed that notice, she quietly 
answered. "No.” 

Branson then read from the 
Statement of claim the 
legal document in which 
Sister Lucy and the other 
plaintiffs set forth their case 
in the trial which refers ,to 
the Society of the Love of 
Jesus As a "religious soci¬ 
ety" 

"Is it your unders1anding.it 
is a Roman Catholic religious 
society, that to * belong yny 
must he a Roman Catholic 
religious?"jthe defence coun¬ 
sel asked.

Mary Elizabeth 
DtffTibow sky* and Mary Pa¬ 
tricia Jones from mem¬ 
bership in the society. 

In other testimony Monday. 
Sister Lucy told her. counsel. 
Hugh McMillan, she ha^d been 
a member of the Society of 
the Ix>ve of Jesus since 1948. 

She testified}, primarily 
'aboul two ihcidjfrifs during 
her life as a society member: 


a holiday she took in 1967 and 
the nine-month sit-in conduct¬ 
ed by her and two other 
sisters at St. Mary's Priory on 
Gbldsti'eam Avenue Langford. 

Her testimony about the 
’1967 holiday indicated she had 
returned to her native British 
ikies for the first time in 20 
years after the congregation 
of St. Gertrude the Great (a 
South ^akota “religious con> 
munity with which the Society 
of the Love of Jesus affiliated 
in ‘1965) bought heh a plane 
ticket for that purpose. 

A f ter spending some 
months in /England. Sister 
Lucy tried to 1 return home. 

But it (oak a plea to a cardi-' 
nal in London and'an order 
from Rome tp get thfc.South 
Dakota group to-pay for a‘ re¬ 
turn. plane ticket, the Sister’s 
testimony indicated. 


In her testimony about the 
sit-ii), Sister Lucy said she 
had returned to St. Man’s 
Priory from a doctor’s ap¬ 
pointment on March 15. 1973, . 
only to be told the convent 
was being moved across the 
street. 

She' was asked to join in 
making the move by -the 
mother prioress, but refused 

.-dong with two other tra¬ 
ditional sisters to do so, she 
testified. 

Two days later, she and the 
other two sisters were locked 
out of most of the -four-storey 
priory building, she said, and 
were allowed access only to 
the’ground-floor kitchen area. 

On March 18, 1973, Sister 
Lucy continued, the three of 
them were allowed access' to 
the bottom two floors of the 


priory, where they have lived 
ever since.

VANCOUVER (CP) - 
pregnant women who smoke 
risk having children who will 
lag in physical and mental 
development, a Manitoba- pe¬ 
diatrician has warned. 

Dr. James Haworth, direc¬ 
tor of pediatric research at 
the University of Manitoba, 
told an audience of doctors at 
Vancouver (general Hospital 
that his own research on 
pregnant rats showed that 
brain size and. number of 
brain cells were reduced in - 
fetuses of rats exposed to cig¬ 
arette smoke. 

He cited a British study of 
15,000 children aged seven to 
11 which found that those 
whose mothers had smoked 
during pregnancy were an 
average one centimetre 
shorter and three to five 
months behind in schoolwork 
compared to children whose 
mothers had not smoked dur¬ 
ing pregnancy. 

"Pregnant women who are 
smokers should be warned 
that they are exposing the in¬ 
fant to unnecessary long-term 
hazards if they continue the 
habit," he said. 

Babies of smokers are an 


average of six ounces lighter 
at birth than babies of non- 
smokers, he said. 

The crucial period is after 
the fourth month of preg¬ 
nancy. No effects have been 
noticed for mothers who quit 
smoking after the fourth 
' month, he said. 

The agents most suspected 
of causing the harm are nico¬ 
tine and carbon monoxide 
which is formed from in¬ 
complete combustion of the 
-tobacco. 

In the experiments with 
rats, smoke was blown into 
the rats’ cages at a rate set to 
maintain the same carbon 
monoxide levels as for a per¬ 
son smoking 20 to 30 ciga¬ 
rettes a day.

OTTAWA (CP) The gov¬ 
ernment has temporarily lin¬ 
ed restrictions on U.S. egg 
imports, the agriculture de¬ 
partment announced Monday. 

Since U.S. prices are cur¬ 
rently higher than those in 
Canada, the move will proba¬ 


bly have little effect on cQn- 
sumer prices. £ 

The restrictions, imposed 
last May in an effort to pro¬ 
tect domestic egg men 
against low priced American p 
imports, were removed be¬ 


cause egg production in the 
U.S. has dropped, raising 
prices in that country. 

The restrictions were im¬ 
posed under federal changes 
in the Import and Export Per¬ 
mits >\ct, which allows the 


government to block entry of 
any food product that threa¬ 
tens to undercut domestic 
prices. 

Federal marketing experts 
said the curbs can be "safe- 
removed now because the 


a. 


U.S. egg futures market in¬ 
dicates continually rising 
prices in that country. 

As a result, they said, the 
Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency can go ahead and 
raise its price for eggs with 


no worries about U.S. compe¬ 
tition. 

The restrictions, which still 
apply to turkey imports, are 
determined under an elabo¬ 
rate formula based on prices 
here and in the U.S. 


They were impose^, last 
May because the government 
said prices in the U.S. — be¬ 
tween 24 and 25 cents a dozen 
—were abnormally low. Al¬ 
though only a small portion of 
egg production in either 


country moves across the 
border, extremely low prices 
in the U.S. have a tendency to 
drag^down Canadian prices. 

The restrictions! could be 
reimposed quickly if Ameri¬ 
can prices became competi¬ 
tive.

Only a Roman Catholic reli¬ 
gious (nun) can belong'to the 
Society of the I/»ve of Jesus, 
one of the five women suing 
for control of the society tes¬ 
tified Monday iri* B.CV Su¬ 
preme Court. 

She herself has* never ap¬ 
pealed The notice she received 
on June 22. .1973, informing 
her the church no longer con¬ 
sidered her a religious, Sisier 
Mary J.ucy Ford. 7.4. told de¬ 
fence counsel Cecil Branson. 

The statements came dur¬ 
ing Branson’s cross-exam ina- 
lion of Sister Lucy, the second 
witness called in the trial 
being held to decide which of 
two feuding fact Tons controls 
r the society and its assets, es- 
r timated at $1.5 million.. 

Under ‘Brandon's question¬ 
ing, Sister Lucy testified she 
had been served with a letter 


from Bishop Remi de Roo in 
June of last year, telling her 
the Holy See had determined 
she was no longer to be con¬ 
sidered a Roman Catholic 
nun. 

Asked if„ she had ever ap¬ 
pealed that notice, she quietly 
answered: "No.” 

Branson then read from the 
statement of claim the 
legal document in which 
Sister Lucy and the other 
plaintiffs set forth their case 
in the trial which refers to 
the Society of the Love of 
Jesus as a “religious soci- 
ety” 

"Is it your understanding it 
is a Roman Catholic religious 
society, that to belong you 
must hr a Roman Catholic, 
religious?” the defence coun¬ 
sel asked. -. 


"Yes. that is true," Sister 
Lucy said. 

Sister Lucy's testimony 
came after the surprise an¬ 
nouncement Monday morning 
that Mother Cecilia Mary 
Dodd, the 85-year-old founder 
of the society, was ill and un¬ 
able to continue her testimony 
in the trial. i 

Mother Cecilia was on the 
witness stand for five hours 
Friday and was to have re¬ 
turned for completion of 
cross-examination. 

But Mr. Justice H.C. 
McKay was told she had been 
ill since Friday evening and 
would not lie able to return to 
court until Wednesday, at the 
earliest. 

Mother 'Cecilia, Sister Luyy, 
and three others . Sisters 
Agnes Eaton. Josephine Dono¬ 
van and Julia Kelly v are 


suing the society in an effort, 
to gain control of it and its 
assets, claiming they are the 
only members in good stand¬ 
ing. 

The five have hern called 
the society's "traditional fac¬ 
tion.” 

They are seeking a ruling 
which would disqualify the 
"modern faction” including 
Mother Prioress Leonette 
Hoesing and Sisters Mary 
Grace Neider. Mary.EUzabeth 
Dumbowsky and’ Mary Pa¬ 
tricia Jones -from mem¬ 
bership in the society* 

In other testimony Monday. 
Sister Lucy told her counsel, 
Hugh McMillan, she had lieen 
;t member of the Society of 
the Love of Jesus since 1948. 

J ' 'She testified primarily 
about two incidents during 
her life as a society member: 


a holiday she t«H»k in 1967 and 
the nine-month sit-in conduct¬ 
ed by her and two other 
sisters at St. Mary’s Priory on 
Goldstream Avenue Langford. 

Her testimony about the 
1967 holiday indicated she had 
returned to her native British 
isles for the first time in 20 
years after the congregation 
of St. Gertrude the Great (a 
South Dakota religious com¬ 
munity with which the Society 
td the Love of Jesus affiliated 
in 1965) bought her a plane 
ticket for that purpose. 

After spending some 
months in England. Sister 
Lucy, tried to return home. 

But it took a plea to a cardi¬ 
nal in London and an order 
from Rome to get the South 
Dakota group to pay for a re¬ 
turn plane Ticket, the Sister’s 
testimony indicated. tV 


In her testimony about the 
sit-in. Sister Lucy said she 
had returned to St. Mary's 
Priory from a doctor's ap¬ 
pointment on March 15. 1973, 
only to be told the convent 
was being moved across the 
street. 

She was asked to join in 
making the move by the 
mother prioress, hut refused* 

along with two other tra¬ 
ditional sisters — to do so, she 
testified. 

Two days later, six; and the 
other two sisters were locked 
out of most of the four-storey 
priory buildipg,* she said, and 
were allowed access only to 
the ground-floor kitchen area. 

On March 18, 1973, Sister 
Luc/ continued, the three of 
them were allowed access to 
the Ixiltom two floors of the 


priory, where they have lived

•they God. the Roman Catholic 
Church hierarchy, the hierar¬ 
chy of the Benedictine Order 
(to which the Society of the 
Love of Jesus belongs) and 
the superior of her priftry. 

Quest ion Ai alxiuf a letter 
she had written Feb. 18. 1973. 
iri which she had claimed 
there was "no legally-elected 
superior" of the priory, she 
said she had not adopted that 
position before that time. 

Under further cross-ex- 
qmination, she said she 
"guessed” Mother Leonette, 
• who had been ^elected mother 
prioress in August. 1965. 
would have had the authority 
to call a meeting of the soci¬ 
ety in February. 1973.
